Applicant asked to discuss the case in a phone message. Winter returned the call 8/26/03. 

Stiebel asked if the proposed arguments would be entered. Winter indicated that they were not timely, but indicated 
that since the first Office action lacked arguments that the Advisory Action would address the arguments made. 

Winter also noted that applicant's correspondence apparently reflected an accidental misidentification of the 
application. Specifically, several documents, and the telephone call requesting this interview referred to the application 
as "09/686,733" when the actual serial number is -09/686,773--. 

Additionally, it was noted that the most recent addition of claims incorrectly identified the number of claims as 102. 
There are 102 claims, but new claims 59, 60, 62-73 count as 5 claims each because they are multiple dependant 
claims or depend from multiple dependant claims. See MPEP 608.01 (n). Applicant indicated that he had provided 
permission to charge any additional fees. 

Winter expressed the view that dependant claim 72 and at least pages 22 lines 14-18 and page 23 lines 2-8 appeared 
to contemplate a system where the pressurized fluid and organic solvent were mixed. Applicant acknowledged that 
that was possible in one embodiment but also pointed to page 31 and others which only disclosed cleaning with the 
organic solvent. 

Applicant reiterated the position that the liquid C02 does not take part in the cleaning and that the cleaning is 
accomplished with the aid of an organic solvent in the absence of liquid C02. 

The interview lasted about 30 minutes.
